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A  RARE  RACING  TICKET

Pictured  here  is  a  York  Racing  Ticket  dated  1755.  This  ticket  is  in  the  possession 
of  a  York  collector. 


It  is  octagonal  shaped,  made  of  brass,  and  has  on  one  side  a  view  of  a  grandstand 
and  on  the  other  the  ticket-holder’s  name,  together  with  the  number  104. 

The  grandstand  depicted  merits  more  than  ordinary  interest,  because  it  was  the 
first  public  building  to  be  designed  and  erected  by  John  Carr,  the  celebrated  York 
architect. 

Carr  was  commissioned  by  York  corporation  in  1754  to  build  the  grandstand  on 
the  Knavesmire,  which  has  ever  been  one  of  the  country’s  most  popular 
race-courses. 

We  are  told  “the  skill  and  ingenuity  employed  by  John  Carr  in  the  design  and 
execution  of  the  grandstand  brought  him  to  the  notice  of  the  aristocracy,  not  only 
of  Yorkshire,  but  of  the  whole  of  the  northern  part  of  the  kingdom.” 


In  1754  John  Carr  was  commissioned  by  York  Corporation  to  build  a  new  grandstand  for  the 
Knavesmire  racecourse.  This  engraving  by  Foudrinier  shows  the  new  grandstand  which 

made  Carr’s  name  with  the  county  gentry. 


A  RARE  RACING  TICKET 
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His  reputation  being  established,  Carr  afterwards  became  responsible  for  the 
erection  of  many  mansions  and  buildings  in  Yorkshire  which  included  Harewood 
House,  the  home  of  the  well-known  Lascelles  family. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  racing  ticket  seen  here  might  have  been  a  subscriber’s 
ticket. 

However,  one  cannot  be  certain  upon  this  point. 

These  York  racing  tickets  are  said  to  be  very  rare;  albeit  the  number  “104”  on 
the  ticket  in  question  indicates  there  must  have  been  a  fair  number  of  them  issued 
originally. 

The  fact  that  the  tickets  are  made  of  brass  possibly  accounts  for  their  rarity. 
If  they  had  been  made  ot  silver,  or  even  copper,  undoubtedly  more  specimens  would 
have  survived. 

But  few  persons  would  think  of  preserving  a  piece  of  brass  in  the  hope  that  one 
day  it  might  be  accounted  as  valuable.  Hence  many  of  the  tickets  doubtless  got 
carelessly  cast  aside  or  thrown  out,  to  eventually  become  “lost”  altogether. 

Incidentally,  there  also  exists  a  beautiful  copper-plate  engraving  of  Carr’s 
grandstand  which  measures  11"  x  8"  which  is  reproduced  above. 

We  should  be  glad  to  know  if  there  are  any  collectors  owning  one  of  these  York 
racing  tickets. 


A  RARE  HISTAMENON 
OF  ROMANES  III  ARGYRUS  A.D.  1028-1034

Romanus  III  issued  gold  on  two  standards,  the  lightweight  tetarteron  (described 
under  Romanus  IV  BMC  PL  LXII,  1)  and  the  normal  weight  histamenon.  The 
basic  works  only  refer  to  one  type  or  variety  of  histamenon,  and  although  the  subject 
of  this  note  is  rare  and  has  apparently  not  been  published,  it  has  been  known  for 
some  time.  It  is  this  type  (with  others)  that  the  highly  skilled  forger  of  what  has 
come  to  be  known  as  the  “Beirut  School”  has  copied.  It  is  felt  that  a  useful  purpose 
may  be  served  by  publishing  it  here  along  with  an  illustration  of  the  Beirut  repro¬ 
duction  of  this  type.  For  the  sake  of  completeness,  descriptions  and  illustrations  of 
the  second  Beirut  copy  of  Romanus’  histamena  together  with  the  various  basic 
varieties  of  his  gold  coinage,  are  included.

handled  by  those  familiar  with  the  series.  The  differences  between  authentic 
pieces  and  the  “Beirut  issues”  are  quite  marked,  but  this  may  not  be  so 
evident  from  the  illustrations. 


Wroth  (Imperial  Byzantine  Coins  in  the  British  Museum)  listed  one  type, 
Virgin  with  nimbus,  and  made  no  distinction  between  varieties,  other  than  differences 
in  legend.  Goodacre  in  his  handbook  illustrates  the  type  with  Virgin  nimbate. 
Ratto  distinguishes  two  distinct  styles,  both  with  Virgin  nimbate,  Ratto  1972,  and 
Ratto  1973  which  depicts  Romanus  with  a  disproportionately  small  head  (described 
below  as  groups  (c)  and  (b).  Sabatier’s  line  drawing  also  shows  the  Virgin  nimbate, 
Romanus  with  large  head  (pl  xlix,  2). 


The  omission  of  the  nimbus  would  appear  to  have  been  an  oversight,  as  the 
Virgin  is  not  usually  represented  in  Byzantine  numismatic  art  without  a  nimbus. 
The  main  exceptions  are  where  the  head  and  shoulder  bust  of  the  Virgin  is  depicted 
on  solidi  of  Leo  VI  (886-912)  and  on  tetartera  of  Romanus  IV  with  Eudocia  (1067-71). 
The  type  Virgin  crowning  emperor  first  appears  on  solidi  of  John  I  (969-976)  but 
is  represented  only  by  half  length  figures.  The  first  instance  of  the  full  length  figures 
of  Virgin  and  emperor  occurs  on  the  histamena  of  Romanus  III.  Wroth,  not  noted 
as  an  admirer  of  Byzantine  coinage,  considered  that  the  type  was  a  design  of  some 
elegance  which  had  artistic  merit  (p.xcvi  and  note  1).  It  was  copied  by  various 
emperors  down  to  1261,  but  apparently  not  used  after  the  Restoration. 


As  the  type  without  nimbus  (a)  is  so  rare  (the  nimbus  is  also  omitted  on  the 
only  recorded  specimen  of  the  tetarteron  issue)  and  the  specimens  with  nimbus 
comparatively  common  (Wroth  remarks,  p.  Liii,  that  the  coinage  of  Romanus  is 
not  abundant),  this  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  beard  is  always  more  generously 
represented  on  groups  (b)  and  (c)  would  lead  one  to  surmise  that  the  type  without 
nimbus  was  issued  first.  (The  writer  only  knows  of  four  specimens  of  group  (a), 
all  clearly  by  the  hand  of  the  same  engraver).  If  group  (a)  was  issued  first,  then  the 
two  groups  depicting  Virgin  with  nimbus,  Romanus  with  large  and  small  head, 
could  also  be  placed  in  sequence,  as  a  small  out  of  proportion  head  is  usual  for  the 
type  without  nimbus.  The  sequence  would  then  be  as  follows:  (a)  Virgin  without 
nimbus,  Romanus  with  small  head;  (b)  Virgin  with  nimbus,  Romanus  with  small 
head;  and  (c),  Virgin  with  nimbus,  Romanus  with  larger  head.  For  convenience 
group  (c)  can  be  further  subdivided  as  (c)l,  (c)2,  and  (c)3,  as  described  in  the  chart 
below.  The  sequence  within  group  (c)  is  completely  arbitrary. 


Michael  Hendy  in  his  work  “Coinage  and  Money  in  the  Byzantine  Empire,  A 
1081-1261”,  has  shown  that  the  number  of  pellets  depicted  on  the  collar  piece  or 
other  sections  of  garment  can  be  significant  for  distinguishing  different  sections 
or  officinae  within  the  mint.  It  may  be  worthwhile  therefore,  to  set  down  the  various 
combinations  of  jewels  and  other  details  found  on  a  group  of  histamena  recently  in 
the  possession  of  the  writer,  combined  with  that  of  pieces  illustrated  in  the  various 
basic  works  and  some  recent  sale  catalogues.

The  fact  that  the  crosses  on  the  Virgin’s  garment  at  knee  level  don’t  seem  to 
occur  on  groups  (a)  or  (b)  would  appear  to  support  the  sequence  suggested.  The 
collar  piece  of  group  (a)  doesn’t  exceed  four  pellets,  whereas  group  (b)  is  usually 
five,  and  group  (c)  mainly  five.  The  number  of  jewels  on  the  loros  fluctuates  between 
four  and  eight.  Specimens  of  all  groups,  except  (a),  show  the  cross  of  the  globus 
cruciger  both  pelleted  and  plain;  (a)  plain  only.  (The  foregoing  only  applies  with 
certainty  of  course  to  the  forty-two  specimens  examined). 

The  b  in  the  legend  ©ce  boH©'  RWMAhw  (an  abbreviation  for  ©gotoxg  boiiqgi. 
Mother  of  God  help  Romanus)  is  transcribed  B  in  the  text  of  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  and  in  Goodacre’s  handbook,  but  on  all  the  specimens  examined,  including 
the  three  in  the  British  Museum,  the  form  is  b.  In  the  text  of  the  Ratto  Catalogue, 
however,  the  legend  is  transcribed  with  a  b. 

The  histamenon  weights,  all  varieties  or  types,  seem  fairly  constant  at  around 
4.40  grammes.  The  diameter  of  the  two  groups  with  nimbus,  (b)  and  (c),  is  23  to 
25mm.,  whereas  the  type  without  nimbus,  (a),  is  of  a  slightly  smaller  module  22- 
23mm.  The  die  axis  varies  between  /  and  j  and  the  fineness  as  calculated  by 
Grierson  (Bz.  1954  and  1961)  is  between  21^  and  23  carats,  the  tetarteron  22  carats. 
Constantinople  is  the  only  mint  known  to  have  been  in  operation  for  this  reign.

This  second  forgery  of  a  relatively  common  coin  is  scarcer  than  the 
forgery  of  the  extremely  rare  coin,  figure  (a). 


A  BRIEF  OUTLINE  OF  HIS  CHARACTER  AND  TIMES 

Romanus  Argyrus  was  sixty  years  of  age  when  he  mounted  the  throne  on  the 
12th  of  November,  A.D.  1028.  He  was  the  second  choice  of  the  dying  Constantine 
VIII,  who  gave  him  the  alternative  of  marrying  his  forty-eight-year-old  daughter 
Zoe  (his  other  daughter  Theodora  having  refused)  and  mounting  the  throne  or  of 
being  deprived  of  his  sight.  Romanus’  own  wife  voluntarily  entered  a  convent  thus 
making  his  choice  somewhat  easier.  Romanus  III  was  from  an  old  established  family 
and  had  something  of  a  reputation  for  piety  and  learning,  and  would  seem  to  have 
been  of  a  vain  and  superficial  character  with  delusions  of  greatness.  As  Gibbon  has 
remarked,  “his  labours  both  at  home  or  abroad  were  equally  feeble”.  A  disease,  or 
the  effect  of  slow  poison  administered  by  his  enemies,  befell  Romanus  circa  1032, 
which  seriously  affected  his  appearance  and  outlook.  He  died  in  his  bath  on  the 
11th  of  April,  1034,  probably  helped  on  his  way  by  employees  of  Zoe,  who  then 
caused  her  epileptic  young  friend  Michael  the  Paphlagonian  to  be  placed  on  the 
throne  as  Michael  IV. 

On  ascending  the  throne,  Romanus’  first  act  was  to  buy  popularity  by  various 
grants  of  money  and  humanitarian  acts.  This  coupled  with  the  year  1028  being 
unusually  fertile  with  a  rich  and  abundant  harvest  augured  well  for  the  reign.  Later, 
however,  along  with  the  usual  man-made  calamities,  Asia  Minor  suffered  severely 
from  earthquakes,  plagues  of  locusts,  famine  and  pestilence.  All  of  which  contributed 
to  a  rapid  depopulation  of  the  area  and  would  lead  one  to  suspect  that  a  great  many 
hoards  of  coin  were  buried  during  the  latter  half  of  the  reign,  and  not  claimed. 

The  Byzantine  army  was  defeated  in  Syria  in  1029  by  the  Amirs  of  Aleppo  and 
Tripoli.  Romanus  took  command  of  the  Eastern  army  in  1030,  but  being  totally 
devoid  of  any  ability,  military  or  otherwise,  the  Byzantines  on  suffering  a  slight 
reverse  at  Azaz  (near  Aleppo)  retreated  panic  stricken  to  Antioch,  suffering  heavy 
losses  both  in  men  and  equipment,  the  retreat  being  conducted,  according  to  Finlay, 
in  a  “disgraceful  manner”.  The  year  1030  also  saw  the  Normans  established  at 
Aversa.  In  1031  pirates  of  Africa  and  Sicily  laid  waste  to  Illyria  and  Corfu  but  were 
eventually  defeated  by  the  governor  of  Nauplia,  and  again  in  1032.  Also  in  1032,  the 
Byzantines  captured  Edessa  and  aquired  a  letter  which  was  purported  to  have  been 
written  by  Christ  to  King  Abgarius — in  such  bigoted  and  superstitious  times  a 
precious  relic  indeed.  In  1033  the  Imperial  fleet  managed  to  raid  the  Egyptian 
Coast  but  made  no  permanent  land  aquisition. 

The  “Allelengyon”  a  tax  which  made  the  rich  responsible  for  the  taxes  of  the 
poor  was  repealed.  An  indication  of  Romanus’  interest  in  the  welfaie  of  the  powerful 
and  a  direct  contribution  to  the  development  of  serfdom. 

There  were  two  conspiracies  during  the  period.  Prusian,  a  Bulgarian  prince,  was 
accused  of  plotting  with  Theodora.  Constantine  Diogenes,  governor  of  Thessalonica, 
was  found  guilty  of  conspiring  with  the  Bulgarian  and  Sclavonian  population  of 
the  Empire  and  was  condemned  to  the  life  of  a  monk.  Theodora  was  confined  in  a 
convent  on  suspicion  of  being  involved  in  both  plots. 

Like  John  Zimisces,  Romanus  appears  to  have  invoked  the  Virgin  as  his  patron 
(a  fact  fairly  evident  from  the  coin  types)  and  dedicated  a  church  and  convent  to 
her  at  great  expense  at  Constantinople.  He  also  obtained  permission  to  rebuild  the 
church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  at  Jerusalem  from  the  Fatimid  caliph.  (A  task  even¬ 
tually  completed  by  Constantine  IX  in  1048).
